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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Independent claim 1 has been newly amended to 
include, inter alia, "subscribing a voice analysis service by the subscriber; receiving a voice stream from the speaker, said voice stream 
including a plurality of voice signals of the speaker; invoking the voice analysis service by the subscriber; providing the voice signals to the 
voice analysis service; determining biomentric information from the voice signals of the speaker by the voice analysis service ...transmitting 
the modified voice stream to the subscriber over the established telephone call," limitations which were not previously recited in the claims. 
Independent claims 7 and 13 have been similarly amended as claim 1. Claims 6, 12 and 18 have been newly amended to recite "voice 
stream" rather than PSTN audio stream. Thus, a further consideration and/or search is required. 
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
